Democratic presidential nomi­ 
nation said his suggested de­ 
fense budget would retain all 
present Minuteman and Po- 
laris-Poseidon 
nuclear 
mis­ 
siles 
in 
the U.

along with 200 strategic bom­ 
bers and four squadrons of 
fighter bombers. 


Excess of Russia’s 
“ Total force loadings will 
be well in excess of those of 
the Soviet Union,” McGovern 
testified, “ and more than 10 
times the number required to 
destroy every significant tar­ 
get in both the Soviet Union 
and the People’s Republic of 
China.” 
He said his spending pro­ 
gram would allow the United 
States to keep its allied com­ 
mitments in Europe although 


he said he would gradually 
withdraw two and one-third of 
the tour and one-third divi 
sions now stationed in Eur­ 
ope. 
“ The truth is that we will 
have no new national prio­ 
rities unless we make some 
dram atic changes in today’s

trends.”

McGovern testified 
before 
the joint House-Senate Eco­ 
nomic Committee on his con­ 
troversial program to reduce 
the military' budget to $54.8 
billion by 1975. His proposal 
has been criticized by adm in­ 
istration military authorities 
as well as rivals for the Dem- 
o c r a t i c presidential nomi­ 
nation. 
He testified: “ My proposal 
does not require m ajor revi­

Assemblyman

Briggs, R-Fullerton, author of 
the m easure, declared, “ How 
many times have we bought a 
pound ot ham burger in our 
local superm arket, brought it 
home and watched ii shrivel 
up in the pan.” 
“ At the tim e this legislation 
takes effect, the people who 
go into restaurant;» or other 
food outlets and order a ham ­ 
burger tor lunch will know 
what 
they are eating,” he 
said, 
Briggs’ bills were sent to 
the senate on a 74-0 vote with 
no debate, 
Tht y would 
require 
that 
ground beef labelled as ham ­ 
burger contain no more than 
10 per cent fat and no added 
water, binders or extenders 


Ground beef containing bin­ 
ders, extenders or added wa­ 
ter would be required to be 
called imitation ham burger. 
Other provisions of the leg­ 
islation establish names for 
mound beef with 30 per cent 
or less fat instead of the cur­ 
rent 
proliferation of 
labels 
such as ground chuck, ground 
sirloin or ground round. 
Ground beef having the 30 
per cent fat level may be cal­ 
led chopped beef, ground beef 
or ham burger. 
In descending order of the 
amount of fat in the m eat, 
the other new nam es would 
be lean ground beef, extra 
lean ground beef and deluxe 
ground beef. 
The 
Assembly 
also 
ap­ 
proved, 74-0, another bill by 
Briggs requiring that the ing­ 
redients of bread be labelled 
on the w rapper in order of 
predominance by weight. Ex­ 
cluded would be ingredients 
which constitute less than one 
per ( ent of the weight of the 
bread.

and 
presented 
the 
award for Vann to his eldest 


from a Swiss bank checks in­ 
tended for the billionaire lecl- 
use, was sentenced to serve 
two months of

The Irvings are to surren­ 
der Auuust 28 to begin the 
prison term s. 
The couple also faces sen­ 
tencing on sim ilar charges in 
state suprem e court later to­ 
day. 
A third party involved in 
the 
conspiracy, 
researcher 
Richard Suskind, was not in­ 
dicted by federal authorities 
but faces sentencing with the 
Irvings in the state court pro­ 
ceedings. 
The Irvings were indicted 
on federal charges of mail 
f r a u d 
and conspiracy 
in 
March. They pleaded guilty to 
the conspiracy charge which 
was accepted in satisfaction 
of both charges. 
The three pleaded guilty to 
state charges of grand larce­ 
ny and conspiracy and will be 
sentenced on those following 


the federal sentencing. 
According

ments, the Irvings and Sus­ 
kind concocted a scheme to 
compile a bogus autobiogra­ 
phy of Hughes and sell it to 
McGraw-Hill. Rights to seria­ 
lization of the book had been 
contracted by Lite Magazine. 
McGraw-Hill made an ad­ 
vanced royalties payment of 
$765,000 last year, and Irving 
was given $650,000 in checks 
made out to Hughes for his 
alleged part in and author­ 
ization of the book. 
Thursday the Irvings failed 
to get a return of $86,458 the

brokerage firm as a tax lien.

Subversive Control Board End Near

trol Board (SACB), bom 22 
years ago with the help of a

Richard M. Nixon to root out 
Communist influences across 
the land. 
Aware 
of 
mounting 
con­ 
gressional 
sentiment 
to 
do 
awa> with the board, Nixon a 
year ago issued an executive 
order to give it more to do- 
broadening the SACB’s scope 
to consider not only Commu­ 
nist groups but those believed 
to 
be 
totalitarian. 
Fascist, 
subversive or which “ unlaw­ 
fully advocate the commission 
of ads of force or violence." 
The order triggered an upr­ 
oar both within and without 
Congress, as it was viewed by 
many as an attempt to tas as 
subversive many civil rights 


and antiwar groups. 
Sen. 
Roman 
L. 
Hruska, 
R-Neb., battling unsuccessfully 
to keep the SACB alive, read­ 
ily admitted this was true. He 
said it was “ vital” for the 
government to keep track of 
such 
organizations 
as 
the 
Weathermen, the Black Pan­ 
thers and the Youth 
Inter­ 
national Revolutionary Party 
(Yippies). 
By 42-25, the Senate voted 
to abolish the agency, which 
the administration had hoped 
to expand to cope with New 
Left agitators. The bill went 
to 
the 
House 
of 
Repre­ 
sentatives. 
Foes of the board argued 
its members had “ nothing to 
do but draw their breaths and 
their salaries.” Courts 
had 
declared most of its original 
powers unconstitutional over 
the vears. 


"Thank the good Lord the 
board hasn’t been able to find 
anything to do.” said 
Sen. 
Sam J. Ervin, D-N.C., cos­ 
ponsor of the amendment to 
delete 
the 
SACB's 
$450,000 
budget from a $4.8 billion ap- 
propi iation bill for a number 
of government departments. 
“ The only internal security 
it has promoted is the inter­ 
nal financial security of the 
five 
board 
members 
who 
draw $36,000 a year for doing 
nothing.” 
The SACB was set up by 
the Internal Security Act of 
1930, a lawr which Nixon play­ 
ed a large part in passing 
when he was a congressman 
from California. The law was 
passed over President Harry 
S Truman’s veto. 
Under the Act, the SACB 
was empowered to identify 
Communist-oriented 
groups 


and individuals and to pro­ 
vide the attorney general with 
lists ot alleged subversives. 


It was supposed to identify 
“ Comnumist-action," 
“ Com­ 
munist-front” and “ Commu­ 
nist-infiltrated” 
groups 
and 
their members. But Sen. Wil­ 
liam Proxmire, D-Wis., cos­ 
ponsor 
of 
the 
SACB-killmg 
amendment, 
said 
the 
only 
“ Communist 
action” 
organ­ 
ization the SACB ever found 
in 22 years was the American 
Communist Party. 


Over the years, the courts 


eroded almost all the board’s 
powers 
and 
Congress 
took 
care of the rest in 1967—leav­ 
ing the SACB only authority 
to hold hearings and publish 
reports m the Federal Regist­ 
er. It has held fewer than a 
dozen hearings in the last two 
vears.

Nathan also provided copies 
of speeches he has made and 
will soon deliver. He says in 
the speeches that H EW would 
gather information on birth, 
marriage and other family 
relationships; school records 


including 
attendance; 
phys­ 
ical handicaps, and current 
and past earnings with verifi­ 
cation from W-2 withholding 
forms, payroll slips or tax re­ 
turns. 


“ 1 know it is better than 
what we have now.” he said 
Thursday. 


“ In some counties, every 
case goes before the Welfare 
Board of Supervisors who ask 
what kind of family an appli­ 
cant comes from or how big 
the family farm is and make 
their decisions on that basis.” 


He 
was 
asked 
whether 
people would be frightened of 
a master file kept by a vast 
and distant bureaucracy. 


“ 1 think you could say that 
it is really better, because the 
federal government has high 
standards on the use and con­ 
trol of this information. Laws 
we have regarding access to 
federal information about in­ 
dividuals and rights to fair 
bearings for 
recipients 
are 
protections. We are not pas­ 
sing judgment on your life,” 
Nathan said. 


The concept of a dossier on 


recipients is part of an om­ 
nibus Social Security and wel­ 
fare reform bill that tenta­ 
tively passed the Senate F i­ 
nance Committee Tuesday. A 
similar provision has cleared 
’he House. 


“ A public welfare system is 
ideally suited to the applica­ 
tion of modern data process­ 
ing methods, but only a feder­ 
alized system can incorporate 
all the needed features and 
provide the uniformity which 
fairness and common sense 
demand*’* Nathan said. 


Other elements of federal 


administration, he said, would 
be a national system to prose­ 
cute welfare cheaters in fed­ 
eral rather than local courts, 
to track down deserting fath­ 
ers 
and 
to 
require 
every 
recipient 6 years of age and 
older to have a Social Secur­ 
ity number. 


One official familiar 
with

We didn’t have no money. My 
daddy, he couldnrt evee read 
or write.

Farm Life

I had occasion to spend a recent weekend on a farm up in 
Northern California, and it was quite an experience. (They’re 
called “ ranches” out here in» the West, but to me a place with 
cows and crops will always be a farm .) 
Set in the rolling brown hills of Sonoma County, the farm is 
a thing ot pastoral beauty — horses grazing in the shade of 
hoary oaks, cattle honking to each oilier across a small 
stream , chickens clucking contentedly in the barnyard, whlie 
aimiable white clouds coast across the blue sky. Peace and 
beauty It.was a drag. 
1 was born and raised in the city, and I get lonesome and 
depressed away from the rumble ot the subway train, the 
raitle ol the taxi. I love the m erry dawn din oi trash collectors 
bouncing ash cans down the alley, the screech of tires, the 
blast of the policeman's whistle, the wail oi the siren. Quiet 
gets on my nerves. 
Net that a farm is all that quiet. In fact, it’s one of the 
noisiest places in the world. It starts with the rooster announc­ 
ing the dawn — an hour betore dawn, chickens start their ear- 
splitting cackle; hogs snuffle and grunt: cows bawl to be mil­ 
ked. Pots and kettles are slammed around in the kitchen; dogs 
bark; and farm chaps shout to each other as they start up 
their tractors and what not. Perfectly thunderous cacaphony 
— and not even six o’clock yet. 
When the modest farm breakfast of eggs, bacon, ham, chi­ 
cken. chops, rabbit, pancakes, muffins, hot bread, hot cereal 
and hot coffee is tucked away and the workers have chugged 
oft to the fields, the farm furor, both human and inhuman, 
tapers cff and it is possible lor the guest to catch a little more 
sleep. It’s that or get up and clear the bottom 40, so 1 gener­ 
ally sleep in. 
After emerging in mid-moming (8 a.m .) from my home­ 
made quilt cacoon, the uhole exciting day lies betore me. I 
can sit on the porch and watch the traffic on the rural road — 
one morning two cars went by within an hour, and the hou­ 
sekeeper almost had palpitations. Alternatively, the city visitor 
can watch the hogs eating, the chickens eating, or the horses 
eatnig. The morning sped by. It was now S:J0 a.m. 
1 decided to go for a walk through the somnolent sereruty of 
the countryside, so after siccing the dog on the chickens. I 
started olt across a fairly level pasture. In 100 yards my shoes 
were I..11 ol dirt and my socks festooned with foxtails. In the 
next 100 yards I twisted my ankle twice in gopher holes and 
stepped into a pile of fairly recent droppings. I returned to the 
farmhouse to clean up and brood. 
Toward noon the field hands returned, brown, muscular 
young men with beards and long hair, and the orgy of break­ 
fast was repeated. It looked like the Cecil B. DeMille version 
of “ David Harum.” 
Afternoon on the farm was a whirlwind of activity. At 2:30 
the rut at mail carrier arrived with the Sears catalog. At 3:10 
one ol the dogs startled a rabbit and pursued him noisily 
across th- 
countryside. At 4; 15 a lad from a neighboming 
fatni ( t2 miles away) clopped in by horse and wagon. By now 
I was so wrought up I had to lie down in the hammock. 
Nights on a farm are no inducement to a coronary, either. 
No cocktail parties, no theaters, no movies — even the tele­ 
vision only gets one channel. There was a country dance over 
to the Red Hill Grange the night of my visit (35 miles away), 
but I begged off. pleading latigue. 
Bill and Uncle Tim were listening to an agriculture report 
or. the radio, and Aunt Mary was hogging the Sears catalog, so 
I spent most ol the long night sitting on the porch watching 
the sours and longing for a good neon light. 
At long lust, exhausted by My Day at the Farm , I crawled 
into bed (9:30 p.m.) and fell asleep to the chirping of the 
crickets, the babble of the nearby brook, and the babble of 
Aunt Mary making out her shopping list. 
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participating Shell dealer today 
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cards— if one doesn't win this 
week, it could win next week. 


lege at Troy, Alabama. (She 
m arried a Baptist preacher 
and later moved to Florida.)

Q — I started buying Virginia Electric & Power (NSE) at 
$23 per share. I am disappointed in the performance. The 
dividend has not been increased for two years. I would greatly 
appreciate your advice on the 400 -.hares I hold. —N.W. 


A — While Virginia Electric has not increased its dividend 
on a per share basis, the company’s total common stock divi­ 
dend obligation jumped $4.5 million in 1971 us a result of an 
increase in the number of shares outstanding. It was this factor 
— the 4-million share offering — which a iso reduced the year- 
to-year earnings comparison in 1971. However, in the March 
quarter of the current year, a 3.3 per cent gain in per share 
profit on a 11.7 per cent gain in sales was reported. 
Some rate relief has been granted this utility by the power 
commissions of North Carolina, Virginia and West Virignia. A 
request to set aside $22.5 million in temporary rate increases 
has been filed with the Virginia Supreme Court. 
A $2 billion construction program, which includes a con­ 
ventional and two nuclear power plants, will increase gener 
aiing capacity 70 per cent to 10.1 million kilowatts by 1975. 
Capital requirements will necessitate both equity and debt fi­ 
nancing further adding to Virginia’s already substantial inter­ 
est and dividend burden. Siuues are attractive only for income 
investors. Some liberalization of the dividend, which yields a 
generous 6.3 per cent, is possible later in the year. 


Q — How are over-the-counter purchases handled?—B.A. 


A — OTC purchases are made just like any other, as far as 
you personally are concerned. They are, however, handled dif­ 
ferently by your broker, who acquires stock by negotiation 
rather than by auction on the floor of an exchange, as is the 
case with listed stocks. If your investment house acts as a 
broker, it will buy shares for your account arid bill you as 
agent, charging about the same commission as you would have 
to pay for a listed stock. If it acts as a dealer, it will bill you 
as principal at a net price which includes normal markup.

In Septem ber, 1971, I purchased an A m erican E xpress mo­ 


ney order for S3 and, in response to an advertisem ent in 


“ W oman’s Day” sent avtay for four decorative antique m aps 


plus one giant m ural for free. I sent this to World Art Group. 


Studio 2FC, W estport, Conn. 


I haven’t heard a word from them , although I did write 


asking tor m y m aps if they had any left, or a return of my $3. 


I told them that I expected to hear from them by the 26th of 


O ctober, and after no answ er by Ocober 30, 1971, I w rote to the 


advertising departm ent of “ W oman’s D ay” and told it of my 


problem . I said 1 would like an answ er. 


I have heard no word from either so I am asking your 


assistance in this m atter. 


(The m aps that I ordered w ere antique world m aps, 16 by 24 
inches, of the world, A m erica, Europe, and Africa. The giant 
m ural included free w as ot 50 fam ous sailing ships. I would 
like very much to receive the m aps if they have any left—they 
were to be a gilt—but if not I would like my 13 refunded.) 


I am hoping you will be able to get a better response than 1 
did.—Mrs. L.L., Ontario. 


Twro affiliated m ail-order com panies—World Art Group, Inc., 
of Connecticut, and Standard A m erican Supplies, Inc., of New 
York City, recently agreed to a consent order of the F ederal 
T rade Commission requiring them to m ake full refunds if pre­ 
paid o id ers are not shipped within 21 days. 


The com panies also agreed to honor their m oney-back gua­ 
rantees and w ere prohibited from m aking deceptive price 
claim s. World A rt Group, when it learned we w ere ¡.ware of 
the consent order, m ade an im m ediate refund to you. 


An FTC com plaint charged that the two concerns trcquently 
did not deliver prepaid m erchandise or issue refunds upon 
dem and, or that they m ade deliveries or refunds only after 
repeated requests and pleas for assistance to postal author­ 
ities, district attorneys, or other goverm ental agencies. 


The FTC also charged that the m ail-order houses falsely 
advertised m usic scrolls, clocks and m aps as antiques; offered 
paintings a t a “ special sale” price of $2.95 that w as in fact the 
regular price; and falsely advertised that a “ 5 in 1 fruit cock­ 
tail tre e ” w as likely to bear five separate species ot fruit. 


Also cited tn the consent order w ere the firm s’ advertising 
agency, C urtis A dvertising Co., Inc., New York City, and Law­ 
rence R. Curtis, president ot the m ail-order firm s and the ad 
agency.

Dead Brain Now 
Proof of Death 


Four years and a day after surgeons removed 
Bruce 0. Tucker’s heart, and gave it to another 
human being, a jury ruled that Tucker really was 
dead when the operation was performed. 
The case arose on May 25, 1968. when physicians 
at (he Medical College of Virginia declared Tucker 
dead and a transplant team led by Drs. David 
Hume and Richard Lower used his heart for the 
world’s 19th human heart transplant 
Tucker, a 54-vear-old laborer, had suffered mas­ 
sive brain damage in an accident. But his brother 
William claimed in court that the donor was alive 
when his heart was removed, that machines were 
maintaining the man’s classic life signs — breathing 
and circulation. 
Medical witnesses, however, held that Tucker had 
been dead for several hours by the brain death 
definition. 
The seven-man jury agreed that a man whose 
brain is dead is truly dead. With this decision they 
formally reaffirmed what physicians have been say­ 
ing for several years: In the case of an individual 
whose heart and breathing are being artificially 
maintained it is the brain that best determines whe­ 
ther a human life still exists. 
The only reason the jury could make such a deci­ 
sion was that Judge A. Giristian Compton told the 
jury it could hoed either the classical definition of 
death or the more recent brain death criteria. The 
judge’s instuctions were historic — it was the first 
time in any court of law that the brain definition was 
used. And the fact that the jury accepted it complete­ 
ly meant that they agreed that death is basically a 
medical concept, not a legal one. 
The judge and jury had, in effect, agreed to the 
existence of a d ic h o to m y of death, the possibility 
that both the brain and the heart — depending on 
the circumstance — can lie the crucial criterion. 
Dr. Henry Beecher of Harvard University, who 
has been one of the pioneers of the concept of brain 
death, was pleased by the Virginia court decision, 
but said he thought the concept ought to be “digni­ 
fied by law.” 
Dr. William Curran, prolessor of legal medicine at 
Harvard, also agreed that statutes governing the 
definition of death “are absolutely necessary to pro­ 
tect doctors and enable them to save lives.” 
In fact, two states, Kansas and Maryland, now 
have laws on the books which establish two alterna­ 
tive “definitions of death.’’ These are the permanent 
absence of breathing and heartbeat, and the perma­ 
nent absence of spontaneous brain activity. 
According to the Kansas statute the specific cri­ 
teria for making the determinations are left to “or­ 
dinary standards of medical practice.” 
Some, however, have asked. “Why the rush?” to 
formulate statutory law. lor this type of law can be 
confusing, imprecisely drafted or overly rigid. These 
individuals believe that current laws and regulations 
are sufficiently flexible. 
But 
according to Harvard’* Dr. Curran, this 
cloesn t make much sense. It would be, he savs 
like letting speed laws be established by lawsuits 
resulting from crashes.”

If He Wins 


In my six-weeks absence 
the political 
landscape ha* 
been completely transformed 
and the populist from South 
Dakota now seems certain to 
be the Democratic presiden­ 
tial nominee if his primary' 
victories count. It is a trans­ 
formation 
contrary 
to 
the 
norms of the political past 
and to the conventional wis­ 
dom o! those who had so glib­ 
ly counted Sen. George McGo­ 
vern out of the running. 
It is a gTeat achievement 
by the senator himself, by the 
organizers of his campaign 
and 
by 
the 
thousands 
of 
young across the country' who 
worked to bring about this re­ 
sult. But it says even more 
about the shift in opinion in 
the acceptance of a candidate 
so radical by American stan­ 
dards. The nearest parallel is 
William Jennings Bryan, who 
also came from the prairies to 
defy the money barons of the 
Eastern Establishment. 


Most Americans — including a large majority of 
union member* themselves — feel that strikes and 
labor disrmtes have seriously hurt the country. 
This was the major finding of a recent survey bv 
Opinion Research Corp. of Princeton, N.J. The’sur­ 
vey cutting across population subgroups (age, race 
region, education, etc.) was one of a continuing 
series of inquiries into public thinking on unions and 
labor legislation sponsored by the Labor Law Studv 
Committee. 
In this latest survey, a key question was: “ In 
your opinion, have recent strikes and labor trouble 
seriously hurt the country as a whole, or haven’t 
they had that much effect?” 
Of the general public, i;8 per cent said that strikes 
have hurt, 20 per cent believed that they have not 
and 12 per cent had no opinion. Among union mem­ 
bers. bl per < ent felt that strikes have hurt. 
Hie Labor Law Study Committee notes that at 
each interval since this question was first asked in 
1%7, there have )>een increases in the proportion of 
people who feel that strikes are harmful. The 68 per 
<*ent figure represents a 4 per cent increase since 
1970. 
„ 
does not necessarily indicate a growing 
anti-union 
bias in America. On the contrary, it 
could mean that unionism has pimvd itself and has 
won its biggest fight and that in a time of inflation 
coupled with high unemployment, unit especially in 
i!m* la«e of rising ioreign competition, more and 
more people are «‘oming to lielieve that there must 
be a better way to solve labor disputes and achieve 
economic gains than through strikes 


Bold Assault 
In his primary' campaign 
across the country McGovern 
promised a bold assault on 
p r i v i l e g e and power. He 
would 
redistribute 
income, 
end the Vietnam war on be­ 
coming President and cut de­ 
fense spending by $30 billion. 
Those of us who failed so per­ 
sistently 
to 
recognize 
the 
McGovern 
potential cannot 
now say that he is sure to be 
defeated by the center and the 
right embodied in President 
Nixon. When the votes of 
George Wallace and McGo­ 
vern are combined the score 
adds up to a deep disaffection 
with things» as they are. 
But a larger consideration 
than win or lose is whether 
the rigidities of the system, 
the barriers to change built 
into the dualism of the Ameri­ 
can structure, are such that 
his proposed reforms would 
have a ghost of a chance of 
adoption. 
President 
McGo­ 
vern could find his promises 
mired down in Congress and 
blocked by the courts. 


Object Lesson 
In Western Europe, and this 
may well be an object lesson,

Kissinger's Pre-Nixon Peace 


Try Sounded Out Ho Chi Minh 


The late Ho Chi Minh, fath­ 
er of North Vietnam, was 
sounded out about a peace 
settlement before he died. We 
have now obtained a report, 
still classified “Top Secret,” 
of the historic meeting. 
The approach was arranged 
by Henry Kissinger before he 
became 
President 
Nixon’s 
foreign 
policy 
adviser. 
He 
sent 
two 
French 
freiends, 
Herbert Marcovich and Ray­ 
mond Aubrac, to Hanoi with a 
U.S. offer to stop bombing 
North Vietnam. 
The aging Ho. who had 
o n c e 
stayed 
in 
Aubrac’s 
home, 
received his former 
host on July 24, 1967. Here is 
Kissinger's 
report 
of 
the 
meeting, based on Aubrac’s 
notes: 
“Aubrac 
said 
that 
what 
struck him immediately was 
how old Ho had become. He 
was dressed In a Chinese gown 
and walked with the aid of a 
cane. 
However, 
his 
intelli­ 
gence was unimpaired, his 
e y e s 
still 
had 
their 
old 
sparkle. He seemed to enjoy 
playing the role of a grandfa­ 
ther figure, 
not concerned 
with details. 
“Aubrac had brought as a 
gift a little colored stone egg. 
Ho gave three presents in re­ 
turn: 
silk for A u b r a c ’ s 
daughter, some books and a 
ring made of metal from the 
200th U.S. Plane claimed to 
have been shot down over 
Vietnam. He remembered the 
first names of all of Aubrac’* 
three children. 
“After speaking about Au­ 
brac’s family for about 15 
minutes, Aubrac said: 
‘Mr. 
President, do you know why I 
have come?' 
“Ho answered ‘Yes.* 
“Aubrac asked whether he 
had any comments. He repl­ 
ied by saying that he did not 
like the phrase peace in Viet­ 
nam.* It gave an impression 
of moral equivalence between 
the United States and North 
Vietnam: tn fact, the U.S. is 
the aggressor and must be 
condemned . . . 


“The details of the negotia­ 
tions, said Ho, were in the 
hands of (Premier) 
Pham 
Van Dong. Ho then added 
'Remember, 
many 
people 
have tried to fool me and 
have failed. I know you don't 
want to fool me.’ 
“He then turned the con­ 
versation back to family mat­ 
ters. He expressed regret that 
Aubrac had sold the house 
where he had stayed 21 years 
ago. 
“ 'Where shall 1 live when I 
next come to Paris?* He then 
asked whether he would be 
w e l c o m e in 
Paris, 
but 
avoided the question of whe­ 
ther he wanted an Invitation. 
“He terminated the 
con­ 
versation after 50 
minutes 
and was escorted from the 
room. Pham Van Dong wal­ 
ked with Aubrac to his car. 
He s'rid that ‘we try to spare 
President Ho as many details 
as we can. He is an old man: 
we want him to live to see his 
country unified * ’*

Test Case Important 
To All Private Clubs 


The Supreme Court issued a 
ruling this week which says it 
is constitutional for states to 
grant liquor licenses to pri­ 
vate clubs which practice ra­ 
cial discrimination in the ad­ 
mission of their guests. But 
already there has arisen a lot 
o f c o m m e n t around the 
country to the effect that the 
reasoning of the decision also 
would permit private clubs to 
apply racial discrimination in 
the granting of memberships 
when liquor licenses are is­ 
sued by the state — some­ 
thing which has not heretofore 
been believed by many to be 
constitutional. 
The high court took 
the 
view that the mere fact that 
the state issued a liquor li­ 
cense to a club did not con­ 
stitute enough connection by 
t h e 
state 
with 
the 
dis­ 
crimination of the club. Thus, 
this would not be outlawed by 
t h e ‘ ‘ E q u a l 
Protection 
clause” of the constitution. 
Question Asked 
But now the question is 
b e i n g asked whether the 
court’s logic does not also ap­ 
ply to memberships of pri­ 
vate clubs, and whether the 
court’s new ruling makes it 
possible for a private club to 
use its own judgement as to 
whom it might admit as a 
member. This would permit a 
club composed of whites, for 
instance, to turn down black 
applicants, and a club com­ 
posed of blacks 
to reject 
whites seeking 
membership 
without 
violating 
the 
con­ 
stitutional ban on racial dis­ 
crimination even though a li­ 
quor license may have been 
granted by a state. The test 
case, therefore, 
is one of 
great importance because it 
will be used to guide many 
private organizations. 
The suit was brought in 
Harrisburg, Pa., by the ma­ 
jority leader of the House of 
Representatives of Pennsyl­ 
vania, who happens to be a 
negro, after he had been re­ 
fused service as a guest in 
the club restaurant. When the 
case was taken to a lower 
court, the club's liquor license 
was revoked, and it was this 
ruling 
which 
the 
Supreme 
Court reversed on Monday. 
The high court voted 6 to 3 
that the stale, in the issuing 
of the liquor license, could not 
be held to be involved in the 
discriminatory 
practices 
of 
t he 
club 
toward 
certain 
guests. 
While the majority 
opinion in the case made it 
clear that memberships of 
private clubs were not the is­ 


sue and the ruling concerned ; 
only guests, the court’s deci- ; 
sion, it is felt, could also ap- | 
ply to admission policies in 1 
reuard to members. 
It 
was 
argued 
that 
th# 
state, by granting the liquor 
license, became involved in 
and therefore encouraged the ] 
so-called discriminatory prac­ 
tice of the private club, and 
that this violated the “equal 
protection clause” of the con­ 
stitution. 
But the 
Supreme 
Court pointed out it had “ne­ 
ve rirteld, of course, that dis­ 
crimination by an otherwise 
private entity would be viola­ 
tive of the equal protection 
clause if the private entity re­ 
ceives any sort of benefit or 
service at all from the state 
or if it is subject to state re­ 
gulation in any degree whate­ 
ver.” 
Can’t Legislate Friends 
The high court added that If 
this were the case and a club 
were provided with state-fur* 
ni-hed necessities of life like 
electricity, water and police 
or fire 
protection, 
for in­ 
stance, it would be violative 
of the constitution for the oth­ 
erwise private entity to en­ 
gage in discrimination. Such 
a policy, the court contended, 
would, in effect, wipe out any 
distinction 
between 
private 
and state conduct. The con­ 
stitution makes it clear that 
an individual has a right to 
associate with whomever he 
pleases and that government 
cannot tell a citizen whai 
friends or associates he may 
choose. 
So the present law of the 
land i< that liquor licenses is- 
sued by a state cannot be de­ 
nied a private dub on the 
ground* that it bans guests of 
a particular race from its 
premises. Some day the Su­ 
preme Court may also rule 
explicitly that private clubs 
may discriminate 
in 
their 
memberships 
and 
exclude 
persons of a certain race or 
religion if they so desire. In 
other words, government is 
not concerned in the freedom 
of association of members of 
private clubs unless, in the 
words of the high court, it be­ 
comes “significantly involved 
i t s e l f with invidious dis­ 
criminations.”

Wide Price Range 
Nurseries Will Have 
Something for Dad 


Any family can greatly re­ 
duce its weekly refuse volume 
and, at the same time, in­ 
crease the healthy growth of 
plants, flowers or vegetables 
in the garden by developing a 
compost pile. In its popular 
and widely-quoted booklet, "It 
Depends On You,” the Ameri­ 
can Association of nursery­ 
men points out a number of 
the environmental advantages 
gained when vegetable matter 
refuse is recycled for use in 
this way. 
Starting and maintaining a 
compost pile is not at all 
complicated or difficult, the 
nurserymen say, particularly 
when an individual recognizes 
the great rewards in store for 
the small amount of effort in- 
v o 1 v e d . They offer these 
simple tips on the preparation 
of a compost pile. 
The first step is to put to­ 
gether some sort of bottom 
le^s bin of boards or chicken 
wire in which the material for 
the compost pile will be col­ 
lected. TTie size of the bin will 
depend on the size of the gar­ 
den, and an average dimen­ 
sion is about six feet by six 


feet. 
Any kind of vegetable re­ 
fuse can go into the compost 
pile: grass clippings, fallen 
leaves, fruit and vegetab’e 
peels and scraps, tea leaves 
and coffee grounds, even a 
small amount of well-soaked 
newspapers. 
Plant 
material 
which is diseased should, of 
course, not be used. 
The layers of refuse should 
be six to eight inches thick. 
Each of those layers should 
be covered by a one inch la- 
y e r o f g o o d g a r d e n 
soil . . . or there are com­ 
mercial 
activators 
on 
the 
market containing bacteria to 
encourage the decomposition. 
It is also possible to use un­ 
processed animal or bird ma­ 
nure sprinkled in a thickness 
of about one inch on top of 
each layer of compacted com­ 
post material, if the garden 
soil is known to be acid, 
ground limestone should be 
sprinkled on each layer of 
compost material at about the 
rate 
of 
four 
ounce» 
per 
square yard. 
Continue to add vegetable 
waste as it becomes available 


Newcomers Caught Short 
Californians Find 
Mulching a 'Must' 


A ource of inspiration for 
Father’s Day gifts is your loc­ 
al nursery. Even youngsters 
with only a pittance in their 
pockets needn’t go away em­ 
pty handed. A small pot of 
Ivy, Succulent, a Fern or pos­ 
sibly an Afri an Violet for 
dad’s den or office certainly 
would be appreciated. Most 
nurseries have a wide variety 
of small indoor plants and 
smaller-sized choices for the 
garden. 
With a bit more resources 
in the family kitty, the Fath­ 
er’s Dav possibilities are unli­ 
mited. Perhaps the gardening 
equipment is inadequate, now 
that the trees and shrubs 
have matured. The light prun­ 
ing shears that worked fine 
for a young, growing hedge.

may be struggling now. Or. 
the pruning clippers never 
seem to be where dad placed 
them the last time. What pop 


wouldn’t pop his buttons over 
having two pairs of clippers? 
Perhaps this year father can 
be treated to some work-sav- 
1 n g 
equipment: 
electric 
shears, 
large-size 
sprayer, 
garden cart or hose reel. 
There are many types of 
motorized and electric equip­ 
ment that will make it as a 
day to remember for dad. 
These include various power 
lawn mowers, tillers, power 
sweepers and the like. Shred­ 
ders are excellent accessories 
for fathers who dig gardening 
— to the extent they have 
their own compost bin. Shop­ 
ping may reveal compost-mak­ 
ing materials that will add to 
dad’s gardening enjoyment. 
This is an excellent time to 
shop for plants which will 
thrill any father — and en­ 
hance the beauty of the gar­ 
den and home. The California 
Association 
of 
Nurserymen 
points out Dwarf Citrus vari­ 
eties are popular Father’s 
Day gifts. Whether used in 
the landscape, or grown in a 
container 
to 
decorate 
the 
porch or patio, they are a 12- 
month delight. 
This hardly scratches the 
surface of Father’s Day gifts. 
A visit to your local nursery 
will reveal many other possi­ 
bilities — sure to please pop. 


Gardeners who earned their 
green thumbs in other states 
are often caught unaware by 
California’s long, dry sum­ 
mer. They aren’t accustomed 
to, nor can they believe that 
so many clear, sunny days 
can stack themselves one on 
top of the other 
There’s an excuse for new­ 
comers, but none at all for 
gardeners who have always 
hoed their rows in the Golden 
State. Yet, many native Cali­ 
fornians are guilty of letting 
their gardens dry out once too 
often in the summer. The re­ 
sult isn’t the lush landscape 
that could be enjoyed — but 
one in which choice plants ap­ 
pear to be fighting for surviv­ 
al. 
The simplest solution to this 
annual bout with drought is 
to o 
much 
mulch 
around 
plants and in flower beds. 
This conserves moisture for 
shallow-rooted plants, reduces 
temperatures under summer- 
flowering 
shrubs, 
and 
dis­ 
courages weeds, too. 
There are many mulches 
available 
today. 
Nurseries 
have such standbys as peat 
moss and leaf mold available, 
as well as wood bark pro­ 
ducts, and offere ready-to-use 
organic materials, specially- 
formulated to use as garden 
mulches. 
The California Association 
of Nurserymen suggests you 
mulch around other moisture 
l o v i n g 
shrubs such 
as 
A z a l e a s , Hydrangeas, Hi­ 
biscus, 
Dahlias 
and 
Chry- 


each day, adding the soil or 
activator when the six to 
eight inch levels are attained, 
until the pile reaches the 
height you wish. Most garde­ 
ners prefer a height of five or 
six feet. At that point, add a 
six-inch layer of soil on the 
top. 
In a compost pile prepared 
in this matter, heat generated 
by the materials causes the 
breakdown of proteins and 
carbohydrates to result in the 
formation of a dark brown 
humus material. The process 
usually takes a minimum of 
six month, and turning or 
mixing the material tends to 
speed up the action. 
The pile should be kept 
moist, and sprinkling is rec­ 
ommended during dry spells. 
Some gardeners keep the top 
of the pile concave, to collect 
rainfall. When the compost is 
ready to use it will be per­ 
fectly sweet-smelling, show no 
traces of the original mate­ 
rials, and may be kept for 
two or more years. 
Rather than adding to the 
community's burden of waste 
disposal, 
household 
refuse 
processed in a compost pile 
becomes a valuable fertilizer 
and soil conditioner. It should 
be applied in the garden at 
the rate of at least a large 
pailful to the squaire yeapd 
each year. Mix the compost 
thoroughly with the topsail to 
a depth of six to 10 inches or 
apply it as a mulch on the 
surface of the ground. 
Complete

nursery garden center.
